Pursuant to previous notice, the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of 
Maryland met in Middletown, Frederick County, Maryland. 

The exercises of the Synod were opened with a sermon by the 
Rev. S. W. Harkey, from 2. Tim. ii. 15. 

After the services of the evening, the Secretary, in the absence 
of the President, announced the first session of Synod on the fol- 
lowing morning, at 9 o’clock.. | 


FIRST SESSION. 


SATURDAY MORNING, 9 o’clock, Oct. 19, 1844.

2, isa letter from the Rev. Dr. Miiller, dated Baltimore, 
in which he informs Synod, that he is actively engaged in that city, in soliciting do- 
nations for his church, by which he presumes that he is promoting the interests of the 
church to a greater degree, at this period, than by his attendance at Synod on. this 
occasion, and therefore begs to be excused for non-attendance. 

The circumstances which keep Dr. Miller in Baltimore at present, are of a pecu- 

 liarly pressing —, we his presence almost essential to the success of his 
enterprize. 

The Committee siiliaidiaia that he be excused in view of these cincumstances, and 
atthe same time express the hope, that he may be entirely successful in procuring 
fuuds for the erection of an English Lutheran house of worship in Washington.

VII. Resolved, That inasmuch as the alumni effort. in behalf of the Theological 
Seminary has rendered any special Synodical exertion unnecessary, the resolution 
passed at Westminster and found on page 7, is hereby rescinded. 

On page 11, resolution IX., Resolved, That the balance of brother Heyer’s claim 
against this Synod, be paid forthwith. Has this claim been fully paid? = « 

VIII. Resolved, That it be answered in the affirmative. ’ 


The duty required of the Secretary to write to the Corresponding Secretary of the 


South Carolina Synod, in answer to his fraternal letter, has been performed. 
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On page 18, resolution XXI., referring back the report on « newt ssienauates” tb the 
Committee, to report to this Synod, claims your attention. Is it to be resumed?

The resolution of thanks to Gen. Van Ness, was transmitted to him as required by 
resolution XXIV., page 19. Your committee would offer the following : 

X. Resolved, That the principal publications of our chureh elogantly bound, be 
made a present to Gen. Van Ness, as a token of our gratitude for his liberality to our 
church at Washington. 

Résolved, That this resolution be carried into effect. 

We would call attention to resolution XXVII., page 20, requiring all the members of 
Synod, ministers and lay-delegates, to be present at the Synodical communion on 
Sabbath morning. Is it right to defer it until Monday morning ? 

XI. Resolved, That it be considered right. : 

Resolution XXVIII., page 20, appoints Dr. Morris to preach an ordination sermon at 
this meeting. We expect that this duty will be performed. 

Resolution XXX., appoints a Committee to petition the legislature of Maryland, for an 
act of incorporation for this Synod. Has it been done? 

The Committee, through their chairman, Dr. Morris, reported that they had 
attended to their duty, and presented the act of incorporation, which was read and 


accepted.

Resolved, That it be communicated as extensively as possible to our people, 

that if they desire to make bequests to this Synod, in aid of any of our benevolent 

operations, they specify particularly that the ‘amount be bequeathed “to the Evan- 

gelical Lutheran Synod of the State of Maryland” in trust for the benefit of the 

Education Society, (or any other society preferred,) in connection with Synod.

The report of the delegate to the West Pennsylvania Synod, 
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Third Committee 
Report, that paper No. 3, is a document from the Funkstown, Beaver Creek and 
Middleburg congregations, signed by the elders and deacons, and contains the follow- 
ing particulars, viz. : 

Ist. They inform Synod that on the 6th of September last, they formed themselves 
into a regular pastoral district under the name of ‘‘ The Funkstown Charge.” 

2nd. They respectfully request to be taken under the care of this Synod. 

Srd. They say, that they take pleasure in bearing testimony to the christian de- 

t and zealous labors of their pastor, the Rev. C. Culler. 

4th. They ask also that their pastor be ordained in his charge, and that a com- 
mittee be appointed to attend to said duty.

Synod. 

XIV. Resolved, That we hear with pleasure the very favorable testimony given in 
favor of brother Culler.

First Committee _ 

Report, that the document submitted to them contains the President's report for 
last year. In reference to the question of receiving into our communion ministers of 
sister churches, during the recess of Synod, they beg leave to offer the following 
resolutions : 

XVI. Resolved, That when a minister of a sister church, applies for admission into 
our communion, during the recess of Synod, his application, if made within three 
months of an approaching Synodical meeting, shall be deferred until then, and sub- 
mitted to Synod. 

XVII. Resolved, That in a different event, notice of the application shall be given 
to the President, whose duty it shall be to call a special Conference, to consist of all 
the Lutheran ministers residing in the vicinity or belonging to the Conference dis- 
trict in which the candidate applies: due notice of the object of the Conference hay- 
ing been given to each minister; and if on due examination he is recommended by 
two-thirds of said Conference, it shall be the duty of the President to admit him until 
the next meeting of Synod. © 

In reference to the item referring to the benevolent operations of the day, they offer 
the following resolutions : | 

XVIII. Resolved, That we regard with the deepest interest, as we have alwa 
done, the efforts of christians in this country, in the various branches of benevolence. 

XIX. Resolved, That we recommend the cause of the American Bible and Tract 
Societies, the American Sunday School Union, the Colporteur enterprise, and the 
cause of Temperance and Missions, to our churches and people as worthy of their 
confidence and co-operation, and as instruments in the hands of God of conferring 
incalculable blessings both upon the church and the world. 
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XX. Resolved, That we press upon our people with increased earnestness the im- 
portance to us asa church, of the Theological Seminary and Pennsylvania College, 
at Gettysburg, and as auxiliary to both, the cause of beneficiary education. We re- 
commend these institutions to the cordial patronage of our people, that our young 
men may become intelligent and pious, and that the educated mind of the church 
may be sanctified by the grace of God. 

In reference to the sanctity of the Lordsday, they offer the following resolutions: 

XXI. Resolved, That as the Sabbath is an institution of Divine appointment and is 

of universal and permanent obligation; as the observance of it is essential to the 
highest social, civil and religious interests of man; we hereby recommend to al! the 
ministers of the gospel belonging to this Synod, frequently to preach on the subject ; 
to point out the benefits which will result from the observance of it, and the evils, 
which, by laws that God has established, and which no man can annul or evade, 
will follow the violation of that saered duty. 
XXII. Resolved, That it be recommended to all heads of families, to take their 
children and youth regularly and constantly to the house of God on the Sabbath, and 
to supply themselves with some good Sabbath manual, to aid them in imparting tu 
all under their care, a correct knowledge of the great Bible doctrines, of the divine 
appointment, perpetual obligation, and rich and lasting benefits of the Lordsday. 

XXIII. Resolved, That this Synod approve of the several State Conventions which 
have been held, with a view to the promotion of the observance of the Lordsday, 
and especially of the National Convention for the same purpose, to be held in Balti- 
more on the 27th of November next, and earnestly recommend to all our ministers 
and churclies, to appoint a large delegation to said Convention.

Whereas, the doctrines and practices of the Lutheran church 
in the United States, have been variously and repeatedly misrepre- 
sented, we, the clerical members of this Synod, feel bound, in 
duty to the church, and for the sake of the truth, to exhibit a sum- 
mary of the doctrines which we believe and teach, and of the 
practices which prevail in our churches. 

XXV. Therefore, Resolved, That a committee of three be ap- 
pointed, whose duty it shall be to prepare a summary of the doc- 
trines and usages of the church, within the limits of this Synod, 
and report at our next meeting. __ 

XXVI. Resolved, That 100 copies thus prepared be printed on 
a sheet, and one copy be sent to each clerical member of the 
Synod, who shall write on the margin or elsewhere, any correc- 
tions or additions which he may deem essentially important. 

XXVII. Resolved, That these copies, thus corrected and amend- 
ed, be returned to the committee, whose duty it shall be to incor- 
porate into the summary, all the suggestions and corrections they 
may deem important. 

The committee are Prof. Baugher, Dr. B. Kurtz and Rev. 
Harkey. 

Dr. B. Kurtz now read a letter from the Rev. C. Weyl, in which 
he assigns sickness as the reason for his not attending the meeting 
of Synod; submits his parochial report; and begs to be excused. 

XXVIII. Resolved, That the absence of brother Weyl be ex- 
cused. 

XXIX. Resolved, That the first business on Monday afternoon 
be the examination of applicants for licensure. 

XXX. Resolved, That a committee of three be appointed to 
revise the Constitution for Synods, recommended by the General 
Synod, and report as soon as possible. 

The committeé are the brethren Morris, Sentman and Cline. 


XXXI. Resolved, That the duty of licensing and ser ae be 


attended to on Monday evening next.

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EXERCISES OF THE SANCTUARY. 


On Saturday evening brother Rumpf preached to a crowded au- 
dience from John xi. 36, “Behold how he loved him.” - 


On Sabbath morning at half past 8 o’clock, a Prayer meeting 
was held in the church. 


At 10 o’clock brother Cline preached to a large audience in the 
Lutheran church, from Judges v. 23. 


At the same hour brother C. P. Krauth, Jr. preached in the 
German Reformed church, from 1 Samuel xxviii. 15. 

In the afternoon at 2 o’clock, brother Siess preached in the Lu- 
theran church, from Hebrews iv. 14—16. 

At night, a meeting of the Middletown Bible Society and for the 
better observance of the Lordsday, was held in the Lutheran 
church. Prof. Baugher and Dr. Morris entertained the audience 
on the Bible subject, and Dr. B. Kurtz on the subject of the Lords- 
day. 

At the same time brother Passavant preached to the coloured 
people in their church. 

Brother F. Ruthrauff preached in the afternoon in the country 
church connected with the Middletown congregation, and several 


of the brethren visited the surrounding charges, and preached unto 
them the unsearchable riches of Christ. 


PASTORAL ASSOCIATION. 


The Pastoral Association of this Synod held meetings on Friday 
and Saturday evenings, after the exercises of the house of God, 
which were highly interesting and profitable to all. Were these 
meetings held every night when we meet at Synod, they would be 
the most delightful and useful, ministers ever have with each other.

A note was then read from the brethren Bridgman, Sadtler and 
Fouk, respectfully requesting to be examined in private. Where- 
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upon a motion was made that said request be granted, which was 


negatived. 
A motion was then made that said examination be held before 
the Ministerium, which was also negatived. 


The Committee on the Revision of the Constitution 
Report, that they have not had time to make a perfect revision, and not wishing to 
present an immature report, ask to be continued another year.

Whereupon, the President appointed Dr. B. Kurtz and brothers 
Cline and Finckle an examining Committee. 

Dr. B. Kurtz, having left a sick family at home, asked and ob- 
tained leave of absence from to-morrow (Tuesday) morning. 

XXXIX. Resolved, That the examining Committee be instructed 
to hold a colloquium with the brethren Appleby and Jennings, who 
had been received, ad interim, members of this Synod, by the for- 
mer President. 

The Committee appointed to alter and amend the Secretary’s 
report on the different minutes of Synods, now presented the same 


altered and amended in several particulars, which was then adopted 
as amended.

The Committee to whom was referred the report of the delegate 


of this Synod to the Synod of West Pennsylvania now —_—* 
the same with the following resolutions : 


Report of the Delegate from this body to the Synod of West Penn- 
sylvania, convened at Hanover, Pa. Sept. 26, 1844. 


Dear Breturen,— 


I attended as your delegate, the last meeting of the above poms Synod ; and as 
some of the preceedings of that body have an immediate bearing on the interests of 
a portion of the church embraced within the bounds of this Synod, I have felt it my 
duty, to present a report of said proceedings, with the part I took in them, to this 
body. I trust that the importance of the subject will be a sufficicnt apology, (if 
apology be necessary) for so unusual a report. | 

It will be seen by reference to our last minutes, resolution xxxi. page 21, and the 
minutes of the West Pennsylvania Synod, pp. 24 and 25, that the conduct of Rev. 
Mr. Scheurer in interfering within the bounds of our Synod in an irregular and unau- 
thorized manner, was a subject of complaint and disapproval on our part; that said 
conduct was declared irregular by his own Synod; and that he was advised by it to 
desist and withdraw from our bounds, until an amicable arrangement of the existing 
difficulties could be made. 

In the face of this action on the part of both Synods, said Scheurer has continued 
his irregular and unauthorized interference within the bounds of our Synod, for one 
whole year. Under these circumstances your delegate renewed the Spmplaies of our 
Synod before the Synod of West Pennsylvania. 

The subjects of complaint preferred were : 

Ist. Irregular and unauthorized interference | in congregations within the bounds of 
our Synod. 

2nd. Contempt for the expressed wishes, and Daiienae of the authority of both 
Synods, during the whole of the past year. 
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Srd. A laxity of practice in the discharge of his pastoral duties, which affords an 
asylum for discontented and unworthy members of neighboring congregations; thus 
preventing the exercise of proper discipline by the stated pastors of such congrega- 
tions; increasing their difficulties, and encouraging and promoting disorder and con- 
tempt of discipline and pastoral authority among the people. These charges were 
all abundantly sustained by facts and evidences. 

The plea of the said Scheurer was, 

Ist. That he was only preaching to vacant congregations as a supply, and was 
willing to relinquish them so soon as we could afford them a regular pastor. 

To which I replied, that we could at any time do so by attaching them to either 
the Westminster or Manchester charge, whichever they would prefer; that the only 
thing which prevented an amicable adjustment was his interference; and demanded 
in the name of our Synod, an immediate relinquishment of the congregations and 
cessation of operations among them. 

He then changed his ground and plead, 

2nd. That he had taken charge of, or had made an agreement with the Silver Run 
congregation for a stated period of time, which would not expire until next March, 
and he was unwilling to relinquish the charge of it until then. 

$rd. That he was not aware of the irregularities and evasion of discipline com- 
plained of (although the fact was admitted by the officers of the Silver Run church.) 

Whereupon the following action of Synod was had: 

‘‘Whereas, brother Scheurer pledges himself to discontinue his labors in the Silver 
Run Congregation, so soon as his present year is ended, and also that he will do his 
utmost to sustain the discipline, and promote the efforts of the neighboring churches 
and brethren, 

“Therefore Resolved, Ist. That this Synod have no objection to his so doing. 

“2nd. That in justice to Mr. Scheurer, a special Conference be appointed to investi- 
gate the rumours afloat in reference to him, and that the delegate of the Maryland 
Synod, give the said Scheurer a copy of the charges he holds against him.” 

By this action of Synod it will be seen, that the contempt of its authority by one 
of its own members, has been permitted to pass unreproved; and the grievances com- 
plained of on our part, not only remain unredressed, but are actually sanctioned and 
entailed upon us six months longer. Whilst in order that justice may be done Mr. 
Scheurer, we are required to prefer and prosecute charges before a special Conference, 
composed of the very same persons, who have thus not only virtually acquitted him 
of the charges preferred by us before their Synod, but actually sanctioned his course. 

I need scarcely add, that I did not feel authorized as the delegate of thie Synod, to 
prefer charges, &c. as required by their second resolution above cited; though we be- 
lieve we have just grounds for complaint (besides those above stated) which we think 
can be fully substantiated. | 

With this plain statement of facts, without any suggestion on my own part, the 
whole of this painful and delicate subject is submitted to the wisdom and judg-

XL. Resolved, That we approve of the stepstaken by our delegate, at the recent 
meeting of West Pa. Synod, in reference to this matter. 
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XLI. Resolved, That we exceedingly regret the course of procedure of our sister 
Synod, in not only permitting the conduct of the Rev. Mr. Scheurer to pass unrebuk- 
ed, and our grievances to remain unredressed, but in sanctioning and continuing the 
evils complained of. 

XLIL. Resolved, That we consider it as asking too much, to require us to prefer 
and prosecute charges before a conference entirely without our bounds. 

Resolved, That if our sister Synod is unwilling to redress the evils of which 
we complain, or remove the obstacles to an amicable adjustment of the difficulties ex- 
isting at the Silver Run congregation, we respectfully request her to make some ar- 
rangement, by which she may take said congregation under her own patronage, and 
relieve us from the responsibility we feel in reference to it. 

XLIV. Resolved, That a copy of this report and proceedings be attested by our 
Secretary and sent immediately to the President of the West Pennsylvania Synod.

ports, are, 
Ist. Want of definiteness. 


2nd. Want of comprehensiveness. 
Ist. To remedy the former, we would have two culumns headed, ‘‘admitted by 
Certificate,”’ and excluded from Church Communion.” 

For the single column “ deaths” make two, headed respectively, ‘“‘ Adults” and 
“Infants,” with the understanding, that no funerals but those of members of the 
respective churches, whether infants or adults, be noted. 

There should be a distinction made between items on which there is nothing report- 
ed, and those in which the report is ‘* nothing”’ or ‘* none.” 

The point of distinction in the opinion of your committee, between infants and 
adults in the register of baptisms, is, that adults are those baptized on their own con- 
fession of faith, whether infants in law or not. 

To column of prayer-meetings, add another for additional meetings of other kinds. 

2nd. Add a general heading for contributions with the following titles: ‘* Local 
Objects,” “External Objects.” By the former we mean that which is collected for 
home purposes, as building and repairing churches, parsonages, lecture rooms; in- 
creasing Sunday School or congregational libraries, &c. 

By the latter we mean, sums raised for our institutions at Gettysburg or elsewhere, 
Education and Missionary Societies, foreign and domestic, assistance given other con- 
gregations, or the great general schemes of Christian philanthropy, as the American 
Bible, Tract, Missionary or Sunday School associations, Societies or Unions, &c. 

Beyond these general heads they conceive items of contributions to be unnecessary 
in the parochial reports, as they are fully made public in other ways.

PRESIDENT’S REPORT. 


Becoveo Beeturen in Curist: 


In consequence of the removal of our esteemed President, Rev. E. Keller from 
our bounds, the duty of presenting the annual report devolves upon your Secretary. 
In discharging this duty, is it necessary to call attention to the deep debt of grati- 
tude we owe to our heavenly Father, tor «the preservation of our lives, and all the 
blessings we now enjoy? ‘Truly goodness and mercy followed us all the days 
of our lives, especially through the past year. Death h@mot invaded our ranks, the 
smiles of approving heaven have rested upon us and our people, no visible mark of 
divine displeasure has been manifested; but, we are now here before God, to render 
him the thank offering of our hearts, for his goodness, forbearance, and love. “ Bless 
the Lord, © our souls! and forget not all his benefits.” 

The official acts of the officers of Synod, during the past year, have been few. It 
is known to you that early in the spring, the President of this body, Rev. E. Keller, 
resigned his pastoral charge at Hagerstown, with a view of removing to Ohio. Be- 
fore his departure, he transmitted to me a report of his official acts up to that time, 
accompanied with a resignation of his office with its functions, into my hands. 

The fuliowing is a transcript of his communication : 


Hacurstown, May 7th, 1844. 


Dear Brother : 


As I am about to remove out of the bounds of Synod, and consequently it will de- 
volve on you to preside over its affuirs, and report to its next convention, | herewith 
communicate unto you my official acts since its last meeting. 

On the 26th of December, I received a letter from Rev. C. A. Hay, notifying me 
of his acceptance of a call from the Middletown district, and requesting the appoint- 
ment of a committee to install him. Rev Messrs. J. G. Morris, D. D., S. W. Har- 
key, and W. Eyster were appointed, who attended to this duty on the 13th of April. 

Lalso appointed Rev. Messrs. J. P. Cline and F. W. Conrad to install Rev. W. 
Hunt in the Boonsboro’ district, which they did on the 24th of February. 

On the !3th of March, 1 received an application for membership in our Synod 
from Rev. J. M. Jennings, of the Methodist Protestant church, accompanied by a 
certificate of his honorable dismission from the authorities of said church, and highly 
flattering testimonials from Drs. Kurtz and Morris, which are hereby submitted. 

Guided by the example of my official predecessors, I sent him a certificate of mem- 
bership until the meeting of Synod. 

On the 19th of April, | gave an honorable dismission to brother W. F. Eyster, who 
designed to locate in the bounds of the East Pennsylvania Synod. 

On the 3rd of May, I gave a similar dismission to brother J. G. Suman. who wished 
to connect himself with the Virginia Synod within whose bounds he labors.

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On the 4th of June, I received an application for membership in our Synod from Rey. 
B. Appleby, of the Methodist Protestant church, accompanied by a certificate of 
honorable dismission from the proper authorities of that church and very flattering 
testisnonials from the President of the Annual Conference, as also from Rev. Dr. 
Morris. Influenced by these testimonials and the urgent request of Dr. Morris, as 
well as the example of my predecessors, I sent him a certificate of membership until 
this meeting of Synod. It remains fur Synod to approve or disapprove the act. 

On the 3rd of August, I received a letter from brother Winecoff, requesting an 
honorable dismission from this body to the Alleghany Synod, he having taken charge 
of congregations within its bounds. This request was granted. 

At the request of the church-council of the congregation of Jefferson, (they being 
destitute of a pastor) and upon the cordial and pressing invitation of the pastor and 
council of the Middletown gharge, I transferred the meeting of Synod from the former 
to the latter place. 2 

[ also sent an appointment to Dr. B. Kurtz, to attend as delegate to the East Penn- 
sylvania Synod, but as that Synod has deferred its meeting till after ours, thus afford- 
ing us an opportunity to elect a delegate, that appointment is recalled. 

Brother Harkey was duly appointed to preach the Synodical discourse. 

I attended as delegate, the Synod of West Pennsylvania, convened at Hanover, 
Pa, on the 28th ult. The object and result of this mission I deem of sufficient im- 
portance to form a separate report. 

These, I believe, are all the official acts of the past year. 

The two vacancies, existing within the bounds of this Synod at our last meeting, 
have both since been filled; that in Middletown, by Rev. C. A. Hay; and that at 
Cumberland, by Rev. S. D. Finckle. The vacancy occasioned at Hagerstown, by 
the removal of Rev. E. Keller, was immediately supplied by Rev. F. W. Conrad; 
and that at Luther chapel, occasioned by the resignation of Rev. W. A. Passavant, 
by Rev. B. Appleby. The only vacancies, therefore, now existing within the bounds 
of this Synod, are the charges of Jefferson, including the congregation at Burketts- 
ville; and the Waynesboro’ charge. Middletown may also be expected soon to be- 
come vacant, in consequence of the election of the pastor to a professorship in our 
Theological Seminary at Gettysburg. 

As some diversity of opinion exists, in regard to the constitutional power or author- 
ity of the President of Synod, to receive members from other ecclesiastical bodies into 
our connection during the recess of Synod, and to grant ad interim licences; and as 
some dissatisfaction has been expressed at the exercise of this power I would sug- 
gest the propriety of Synod’s defining its position on this point, and definitely fixing 
and limiting the authority of its officers. 

I would call the attention of the members of this Synod, to the importance of 
full and accurate reports, not only of the statistics necessary to be embodied in the 
parochial reports; but also of the state of religion, efforts in the cause of benevolence 
and moral refurm, &c. This seems to be necessary, in order to form any thing like a 
correct estimate of the condition and progress of our church: and a reluctance to do 
so seems to argue, either a want of candor, a consciousness of delinquency, or a cul- 
pable indifference to duty. | 

You will be called upon at this meeting to elect two Directors of the Seminary at 
Gettysburg, one for one year, to fill the vacancy occasioned by the removal of Rev. 
E. Keller; and one for five years in the room of Dr. Morris, whose term of office ex- 

pires with this Synod. Delegates to the General Synod must also be elected. 
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I would here suggest the propriety and expediency of Synod expressing an opinion 
in reference to the new English Liturgy, recently published; and instructing her dele- 
gates to the General Synod, how to act in reference to this subject. 

Would it not also be necessary and proper for Synod to express an opinion in refer- 
ence to the grand enterprises, of benevolence and moral reform, in which the Prot- 
estant churches are now engaged ; viz. the Education, Missionary, Bible, Tract and 
Temperance Societies; the efforts in behalf of the better observance of the Sabbath, 
Anti-slavery, &c. &c., and if approved to urge their claims upon our people. 

I would call attention to several items of unfinished business, &c., on our last 
minutes; and recommend that the Committee to whom they may be referred, to re- 
port upon them as early as possible.* 

I would also take this opportunity to correct one or two typographical errors in our 
last printed minutes which materially affect the sense. The first is on page 22, Srd 
line from the top, where we read printed instead of private; and the second on page 
24, 9th line from top, where we read formerly for formally. 

The Protocol of this Synod which had been lost for several years, has been found, 
and is herewith restored to Synod. 

The duties required of the Secretary by resolution XIX., page 16, and resolution 
XXIV., page 19, of our last minutes have been discharged ; but the duty required by 
resolution VI., page 22, was not performed, the Secretary not knowing where to di- 
rect the letter; but a copy of the minutes was ordered to be sent. 

And now may the Holy Ghost influence and direct us in our deliberations, to such 
results only, as may promote the glory of God, and the blessing of the church, and 
the world. Amen. *

ers and 930 scholars. 

The minutes of our Synod were received and favorably noticed by this body. 

Rev. W. Gunn, our Missionary to India, was ordained at this meeting. 
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The reports on the state of religion are very favorable, and a deep and general in- 
terest appears to be taken by this Synod, in the cause of moral reform and the vari- 
ous benevolent operations of the church in our day. 

This Synod met again, according to its last resolution of adjournment, at Dans. 
ville, June Ist, 1844. The attendance at this meeting was small, and the Parochial 
reports very incomplete. The officers present are;

Their report on the state of religion is still very favorable, and their interest in the 
cause of benevolence and moral reform, unabated.

Death has removed one of their number, namely, Rev. Jacob Moyer, from the field 
of labor, to his eternal rest. They do not appear to have received our last Minutes, 
although five copies were sent to them. 

Attecuany Srnop. This body held its second meeting in Somerset, Pa., June Ist, 
1843; and its third in Indiana, Pa., Septern ber |4th, 1843. 

The names of 16 Clerical brethren appear on the minutes as connected with this 
body. 

One vf their number, namely, Rev. B. Laubach, a young and promising brother, 
has been removed by death. Its officers are:

The Parochial report shows 62 congregations; 873 baptisms, (viz. 685 infants, and

The receipt of our Minutes is acknowledged, accompanied with a very flattering 
notice; and they resolved to reciprocate friendship and cultivate fraternal intercourse 
with us by sending delegates to our Synod. 

On page 13, we find the following important and encouraging resolutions, viz. 

Ist, Resolved, That we take pleasure in recommending our Collegiate and Theo- 
logical institutions at Gettysburg to our Churches, and especially to candidates for 
theological education. 

2nd, Resolved, That we disapprove of any minister belonging to our Synods, inter- 
fering with said institutions by giving private instruction to candidates for the ministry, 
or others. | | 

On pp. 30-31, we also find the following: 

Resolved, That this Synod, although it is ready and willing to adopt all scriptural 
measures, which have for their object the conversion of sinners and the glory of God; 
yet, it cannot sanction any thing like extravagance or fanaticism, either among Mun- 
isters or Laymen. | 

They warmly recommend renewed and more efficient exertions in the cause of 
beneficiary education; the Alumni association, &c. &c. 
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They approve and recommend onr plan of reporting on the minutes of sister Syn- 
ods. They deplore the spiritual destitution within their bounds, the want of 
laborers, &c. 

They report 33 vacant congregations. They, however, report numerous and ex- 
tensive revivals in those portions of the church which enjoy a stated ministry, and 
the Lord is blessing the labors of these brethren in the respective fields over which he 
has placed them. The Rev. M. Eyster was appointed deleyate to our Synod. 

8. New York Minisrerivum, convened at Livingston Manor, September 16th, 
1843. 


Their minutes contain the names of 35 Clerical members, 19 of whom were pres- 
ent.

Their remarks on the state of religion are highly encouraging, and show an interest 
and activity in the cause of the Master, worthy of imitation. 3 

They condeinn the disposition and tendency to frequent ministerial changes, show 
the decided advantage of a permanent Ministry, and warmly recommend catechisa- 
tion and the temperance cause, (see Resolution 16 and 23, §c.) 


They are also called to mourn the death of one of their number, viz. Rev. F. G. 
Mayer. 


They do not appear to have received the minutes of our Synod, no they 
* were sent to them. 


Synop or West met at Aaronsburg, September 2 rd, 1$43.

The presence of our delegate, Rev. B. Kurtz, D. D., is mentioned, but no notice is 
taken of our Minutes, hence they could not have been received. Dr. Krauth was 
elected delegate to our Synod. | 

They condemn the course of Mr. Scheurer, for his unauthorised and irregular in- 
terference among congregations within the bounds of our Synod. 

They make no report of the state of religion, and do not manifest a zeal and 
efficiency in the cause of benevolence and moral reform, commensurate with their 


former zeal. 


5. Synop or tHe West, convened in Hopeful Church, Boon Co., mohtucky; 
October 4th, 1843.

This body embraces a very extensive territory, and an exceedingly interesting and 
important field of usefulness is opened before them. But whilst the harvest is so very 
plenteous, the laborers are entirely inadequate to_the task of gathering it in. Will 
we not pray the Lord of the harvest, that he may send forth laborers into this field; 
and will we not unite with our prayers, corresponding efforts. __ 

They contemplate a division of their body into two or three parts. 

They notice favorably, and highly commend, the efforts of the American Tract 
Society: one of whose agents was present at the meeting.

They contemplate a division of their body. 

7. East Pennsytyvania Synop, held its second annual meeting in St. Matthew's 
church, Philadelphia, October 2Ist, 1843. 
This young Synod already numbers 18 members, and promises fair to become one 

of the most active and efficient of all our Synods. |

Their Parochial report shows 39 congregations; 632 baptisms, (530 infants and 102 
adults;) 693 confirmed; 4501 communicants; 40 Sabbath schools; and 51 prayer- 
meetings. 

Liberal contributions were also made by several of the brethren, to the cause of Mis- 


sions and beneficiary Education; and resolutions passed in favor of these objects, as 
also the American Sunday School Union, Temperance, &c. 


The “‘Cent-a- week” plan was adopted and recommended. 

Rev. W. Gunn, our Missionary to India, was solemnly set apart to the important 
office and work of foreign Missions, at this meeting. 

The report on the state of religion is highly gratifying and encouraging; most of 
the charges having been blessed with precious and extensive revivals of religion.

“nce of the Sabbath, are all favorably noticed, and warmly commended by this body. 
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Our Minutes are noticed, and reference is had to the letter of their corresponding 
Secretary, to the former President of our Synod, which was presented and acted upon 
at our last meeting. (See p. 16, Res. 19.)—[Your Secretary replied as there directed.) 

The Cent-a-week plan was approved; and a plan and constitution for a fund 
for the relief of disabled ministers, and the widows and orphans of deceased minig. 
ters, was adopted. 

A deep interest is manifested in our foreign Missionary operations. Their Literary 
and ‘Theological institutions at Lexington, S. C., seem to be in rather a languishing 
condition. Yet there appears to be a renewed determination on the part of the 
brethren to sustain them. 

The members of this body have to meet with and contend against some trials and 
opposition, yet their course is evidently onward; and we trust they will be found 
efficient instruments in the hands of God in carrying forward the work of the Lord, 
in the interesting and important field which they occupy.

REPORT ON THE STATE OF RELIGION IN THE BOUNDS OF THE 
MARYLAND SYNOD. | 


The Committee to whom was assigned the duty of reporting on the state of religion 
beg leave to present the following : 

Dr. Morris reports, that *‘ during the past year there has been the usual attendance 
on public worship and other meetings, and that there has been no extraordinary religi- 
ous excitement. My church has contributed about $850 to the various religious 
societies, and in aid of other churches. A new preaching place ha’ been opened in 
Baltimore county, which is served by myself occasionally and Dr. Jennings.” 

Prof. Baugher reports, ‘‘ that there is nothing in the religious condition of Christ's 
church, Gettysburg, worthy of particular attention. The public services of the sanc- 
tuary and the weekly lecture are well attended. The truth is well received and souls 
are, from time to time, made savingly acquainted with the Saviour.” 

Brother Harkey reports, ‘‘ that during the last year we have not enjoyed the bless- 
ing of any extensive revival, as was the care for several years previous, though we 
have not been without some tokens of the Divine favor. Several very interesting 
cases of conversion have occurred. For the last few months—owing to the great 
political excitement and other causes, there has been less attention to the subject of 


religion, than usual, and vital piety has been in a depressed condition. We sate the 
day is near when we shall see better things. 
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‘ Various improvements have been made in the external and temporal affairs of the 
church daring the past year, which make the charge very pleasant. Since the 1e- 
moval of brother Wachter to Frederick, the country has been separated from the 
town, and a new charge created. Brother Wachter has now the Bethel church under 
his care, and has also organized two little congregations at the Rocky Springs and 
Fair View school houses, composéd of members from the Frederick charge, so that 
the nomber of communicants has been reduced in my charge more than one hundred, 
and my labors are now confined exclusively to the city of Frederick.” 

Brother Cline reports, ‘‘ that the preaching of the word is tolerably well attended, 
and the usual organizations are kept alive; although more worldly mindedness pre- 
vails than was the case several years ago. 

*‘ During the last six months, politics has engrossed the minds of the majority more 
’ than the bleeding cause of the Redeemer. While some have backslidden, a larger 
number have become lukewarm. How few comparatively whose path resembles that 
of the just, ‘‘which shineth more and more unto the perfect day.’ With God’s 
blessing we hope soon to see a more encouraging state of things.” 

Brother Hauer reports, “‘ that during the past year his congregations have pros- 
gation, and in the other there has existed a work of grace. 

“ Peace and harmony exist; the meane of grace are well attended ; and the institu- 
tions of the church are patronized.” 

Brother Sentman reports, “that the general attendance on the preaching of the 
word is very good, and two respectable classes of catechumens are now attending 
instruction. Since our last meeting, the Lord has poured out his Spirit and revived 
religion in the Taneytown congregation. These are the favorable aspects of the sub- 
ject. On the other hand, the deplorable and all-pervading political excitement, which 
is sweeping like a tornado over the land, leaving moral desolation in its track, has 
presented a dreadful barrier to the onward progress of the gospel, and been the cause 
of much sin. Many have been borne along by the bitter and impetuous torrent of 
party strife and driven from the commanding position in piety and devotion to which 
they had attained. Intemperance and vice in various forms have been encouraged 
and increased, and the hearts of the pious have been made to bleed over blasted hopes 
and the desolation of Zion. 

** When will the church assert her high aaehanen and discharge her solemn duty 
in reference to this evil, by raising her voice and lifting up her standard against it.” 

Brother Haunt reports, “ that in three of the five congregations of his charge, re- 
vivals of religion have been enjoyed. 

‘* At Sharpsburg, the Lord poured out his Spirit at our communion season in the fall, 
and several professed saving grace. 

“‘ At Bakersville, the Lord blessed a protracted effort of about two weeks, and about 
sixty souls professed peace in believing. Some were nomival members, some united 
_ With other churches and about twenty were received into our church after a course 
of instruction, who remain faithful to the Lord. 

‘In Pleasant Valley, the Lord blessed a similar effort and twelve or fifteen prolumed 
grace. Ags we had our services in a school house which was crowded, this little band 
determined to build a church, which will soon be dedicated. | 

‘* Nothing special in Boonsboro’ and Ringer’s. 

“With joy for the measure of success which has attended my labors, and sorrow for 
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my deficiencies, I] conclude with the prayer that I may have grace to be more useful, 
faithful, and successful in winning souls to Christ.” 

Brother C. P. Krauth, Jr., reports, ‘that God has here given vs much for which 
to thank him. The church has been struggling with external difficulties, but broth- 
erly love and union of action have been the source of internal happiness. Ap in- 
creasing thirst for Biblical study has been manifested. The Sunday school, blessed as 
it is with an able and devoted superintendent, has been flourishing. Christ has been 
our strength when we have been strong: our weakness is our own. We live yet not 
we, for it is Christ who liveth in us.” 

Brother Conrad reports as pastor at Waynesboro’, “that during seven months of 
the past synodical year he had charge of that district. During that time, interesting 
seasons ‘ of refreshing from the presence of the Lord’ were experienced at Waynes- 
boro’ and Quincy. Christians were greatly built up, some wanderers were restored, 
and a considerable number professed to yield themselves unto the Lord, at both places. 
At Jacob’s nothing special was experienced. Had | remained, a considerable accession 
would have been made this summer, to the different churches. Attendance to preach- 
ing was very good, the weekly meetings sustained as usual, together with the various 
Sabbath schools. Several cases of discipline have occurred, but upon the whole, we 
can be thankful for what he has done for that people. 

** When I visited them to make the regular education effort, they manifested the 
same promptness and liberality as when I was yet their pastor. 

‘*Although they have been vacant for five months, scarcely a Sabbath has transpired, 

that they have not had their usual amount of preaching. The brethren around nearly 
all responded to the call to give them a Sabbath, and what was lacking in this res- 
pect, the theological students supplied. | 
** Special calls for funerals, Sabbath school celebrations, and temperance lectures have 
been in part attended to by myself, so that they have fared better than districts usually 
do, when vacant. I] am happy to say that the Rev. John Heck will in all probability 
svon take charge of them.” 
Brother Conrad reports as pastor at Hagerstown, ‘‘ that nothing special has occur- 
red since he removed from Waynesboro’. The congregations on the Sabbath are large, 
the weekly meetings for lecture, monthly concert, male, female and congregational 
prayer are attended by many, though many more ought to be found in them. 

*‘ The Sabbath school is large and interesting. It consists of an infant school, a 
colored department, and the general school. The library bas had a large accession, 
the teachers have been supplied with the Sabbath School Journal and the children 
with the Youth’s Gazette, and a number of tracts have been received for distribution, 
which give it a new impetus. 

‘‘ The German part of the congregation, which was scattered on account of changing 
their hour for preaching, has become reconciled, its prayer 
meetings, and promises a fair field for usefulness. 

“ An effort for the Seminary made in Jal, rsalted in the sum of §1,800 and up 
wards. 

all necessary repairs, resulted in subecriptions of about $1,200 which may yet be in- 
‘¢ Political excitement has caused a number to render themselves subjects of discip- 
ne, Many are still only nominally connected with the church, i, e. they were once 
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admitted, have not been excommunicated, but do not commune and attend te their 
other christian duties. 

‘‘ Temperance has suffered much during the excitement, but still, some accessions 
were made, by having mass meetings in the market house every Sabbath aflernoon 
at 4 o'clock, addressed by the different ministers of town during the latter part of 
summer. Upwards of 100 signed the pledge. 

“ As brother Culler has now charge of Funkstown, this congregation claims my en- 
tire attention. 

“The field is large, inviting and difficult. The Lord send grace according to our 
wants.”’ 

This report is necessarily incomplete, as a number of the brethren did not report to 
the Committee, which the Committee hope will not be the case in all time to come, as 
a resolution was again passed, making it the duty of each one to make such a report. 
Upon the whole we have much to rejoice over, but more to mourn on account of the 
general coldness that prevails on the subject of religion. May soon seasons of refresh- 
ing be experienced every where.

ACT OF INCORPORATION OF THE MARYLAND SYNOD.

At a session of the General Assembly of Maryland, begun and held at the city of 
Annapolis, on the last Monday of December, being the twenty-fifth day of said 
month, in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and forty-three, and ended 
the ninth day of March, one thousand eight hundred and forty-four.

rating the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of the State of Maryland. | 

Whereas, application has been made to this General Assembly, for an act of incor- 
poration, in behalf of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of the State of Maryland, 
which may enable them to manage with convenience their temporal concerns. 
Therefore, 


Suction Ist. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of Maryland, That the pre- 
sent members of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of the State of Maryland, and 
their successors shall be and hereby are created and declared to be a body corporate, 


by the name, style, and title of “‘ The Evangelical Lutheran Synod of the State of 


Maryland,” and by the same name shall have perpetual succession, and shall be able 
and capable in law to sue and be sued, plead, and be impleaded, in courts of law or. 
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equity in this state or elsewhere, and to make and have a common seal, and the same 


to break, alter or renew, at their pleasure, and also to ordain and establish such by-laws 
and ordinances as shall be necessary and proper for the regulating the temporal con- 


_ cerns of said Synod, for promoting religion in it. Provided, they be not repugnant 


to this act, or to the laws of the State. 

Sec. 2nd. And be it enacted, That the said Synod shall consist of a President, Secre- 
tary, Treasurer for the time being, together with such ministers of the gospel and 
laymen, as they in their wisdom and prudence, may from time to time admit as mem- 
bers of said Synod. 

Sec. 3rd. And be it enacted, That the said Synod may annually elect a Prestteet 
Secretary and Treasurer, who are to comply with such rules and regalations, as May 
be adopted by the said Synod. 

Sec. 4th. And be it enacted, That the said Synod and their successors by the name 
and style aforesaid, shall be able and capable in law, to have, purchase, take, receive 
and hold lands, tenements, results, annuities and other hereditaments, which may be 
sold, devised, or in any other way conveyed to said Synod for their use, or in trust for 
them ; provided, that the said corporation shall not at any time hold or possess pro- 
perty, real, personal or mixed, exceeding in total value the sum of fifty thousand 
dollars.
